pharmacy.  Mr.  D.  G.  Hawkins  (chairman), 
in  making  the  presentation,  said  the  past 
successes  of  the  College  had  been  in  the 
main  due  to  Mr.  Ware's  brilliant  work, 
and  the  esteem  in  which  he  was  held  was 
shown  by  the  number  of  pharmacists  who 
had  subscribed  to  the  presentation.

Students'  Union  Resolutions. — The  follow- 
ing resolutions  were  passed  at  a  meeting 
of  pharmacy  students  of  the  Royal  Technical 
College,  Glasgow,  recently  :  That  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  be  asked  to  recommend 
that  all  pharmacists,  be  they  unqualified, 
qualified  or  apprentices,  become  members 
of  the  body  known  as  the  "  Association  of 
Pharmaceutical  Employees,"  through  which 
all  matters  of  importance  relating  to  the 
trade  can  be  given  expression  ;  that  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  be  asked  to  make 
application  to  the  Ministry  of  Labour  for 
exemption  of  pharmacy  students  from  all 
forms  of  national  service  during  their  final 
year  of  study  ;  and  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  be  asked  to  enforce  the  appendix 
to  the  Articles  of  Pupilage,  particularly 
that  inspectors  should  be  appointed  whose 
duty  it  should  be  to  visit  apprentice  masters, 
and  that  apprentice  masters  who  have  not 
fulfilled  the  conditions  laid  down  should  be 
barred  from  training  any  more  apprentices.

Turnover    in    Canadian    Pharmacies. — 

Sales  in  retail  pharmacies  in  Canada  in 
January  1942  were,  according  to  the  Do- 
minion Bureau  of  Statistics,  25  per  cent, 
under  those  for  December  1941,  but  showed 
an  increase  of  16  per  cent,  over  the  figures 
for  January  1941  and  of  42-2  per  cent,  over 
those  for  January  1939. 

Indian  Manufacturers  and  Distributors. — 

According  to  a  report  from  the  Pharma- 
ceutical and  Allied  Manufacturers'  and 
Distributors  Association,  Bombay,  nego- 
tiations have  been  carried  on  with  the 
Indian  Government  on  the  subject  of 
permitting  the  importation  of  certain 
essential  oils,  drugs,  chemicals  and  pharma- 
ceutical preparations.  The  Association  also 
reports  that,  during  the  past  nine  months, 
five  new  members  have  been  elected. 

Canadian  Proprietary  Medicine  Statistics. 

— Production  by  manufacturing  plants  in 
Canada  which  were  engaged  chiefly  in 
making  proprietary  medicines,  pharma- 
ceuticals and  similar  commodities,  was 
valued  at  $29,571,468  at  factory  prices  in 
1940,  against  $27,184,262  in  1939  and 
$24,536,474  in  1938,  according  to  a  recently 
issued  report  by  the  Dominion  Bureau  of 
Statistics.  Of  the  167  factories  in  this 
group  in  1940,  ninety-one  were  located  in 
Ontario,  sixty-three  in  Quebec,  seven  in 
Manitoba,  one  in  British  Columbia,  one  in 
Nova  Scotia,  three  in  Alberta,  and  one  in 
New  Brunswick.  Capital  employed  in 
manufacturing  was  given  as  $28,158,494. 
The  average  number  of  employees  in  1940 
was  4,550,  against  4,388  in  the  previous 
year,  and  payments  in  salaries  and  wages 
totalled  $6,293,759,  against  $5,906,891  in 
1939-  Plants  in  Ontario  produced  59  per 
cent,  of  the  output  and  concerns  in  Quebec 
32  per  cent.  The  total  Canadian  output  of 
medicinals,  pharmaceuticals  and  biologicals 
from  all  industries  amounted  in  value  to 
$20,816,692,  against  $19,191,562  in  1939 
and  $17,447,328  in  1938.  Imports  into 
Canada  of  drugs,  medicinals  and  pharma- 
ceuticals during  1940  were  valued  at 
$4,337,292,  of  which  $2,893,418  worth 
came  from  the  United  States,  and  $865,661 
from  the  United  Kingdom. 
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TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


After  the  Budget 

Events  follow  each  other  so  rapidly  that 
the  few  changes  effected  by  this  year's 
Budget  (p.  467)  seem  to  have  been  already 
absorbed  into  the  national  consciousness 
and  to  call  for  little  further  thought.  Yet 
it  is  evident  that  restrictions  on  trading  are 
likely  to  become  more  onerous  as  the  war 
proceeds.  You  refer  particularly  to  the 
higher  tax  on  toilet  preparations  and  similar 
goods,  and  with  reason.  In  one  populous 
district  with  which  I  am  acquainted  per- 
fumes are,  I  am  credibly  informed,  un- 
obtainable by  the  public  :  this  is  a  com- 
paratively trivial  matter  so  far  as  the 
amenity  aspect  is  concerned,  but  quite 
otherwise  in  cases  of  chronic  illness  where 
the  routine  of  the  sick-room  has  dictated 
their  use.  The.  shortage  is  not  entirely  due, 
as  we  know,  to  high  taxation  ;  but  its 
occurrence  is  highly  inconvenient,  and  I  see 
no  reason  why  medical  practitioners  should 
not  write  prescriptions  for  perfumes  in  suit- 
able cases.  Turning  to  another  feature  of 
the  Budget — the  terms  of  supply  of  tobacco 
to  the  Forces — -public  attention  has  lately 
been  drawn  to  an  increase  in  the  incidence 
of  duodenal  ulcer  among  members  of  the 
Services,  an  increase  traceable,  it  is  sug- 
gested, to  excessive  smoking.  If  this  sug- 
gestion is  well  founded,  it  discloses  a  serious 
situation  calling  for  prompt  and  vigorous 
action.  The  nation  cannot  afford  prevent- 
able illness,  especially  in  the  front  lines. 
Your  advice  to  live  economically  and  cheer- 
fully will  be  received  with  sympathy.  We 
are  well  aware  that  the  screw  of  taxation  has 
been  so  tightened  as  to  render  further  pres- 
sure virtually  impossible  :  it  only  remains 
for  us  to  apply  the  screw  to  the  enemy. 

Questions  of  Interpretation 

There  is  likely  to  be  divergence  of  practice 
before  the  obscurities  of  last  year's  Phar- 
macy and  Medicines  Act  are  cleared  up 
(p.  468).  Officials  have  an  inbred  reluct- 
ance to  give  rulings  on  doubtful  points  ;  it 
is  probable,  accordingly,  that  the  courts 
will  have  to  settle  one  or  more  of  the  prob- 
lems indicated  in  your  editorial  comment. 
As  far  as  can  be  foreseen,  civil  servants  will 
desire  the  inclusion  of  as  many  preparations 
as  possible  within  the  ambit  of  formula  dis- 
closure, and  will  so  inform  their  responsible 
heads.  This  and  other  types  of  difficulty 
have  been  troubling  the  trade  ever  since  the 
first  Medicines  Stamp  Act  became  law  in 
1783.    On  September  1  of  that  year  Francis 


Spilsbury,  a  chemist  in  Soho  Square,  Lon- 
don, issued  an  advertisement  in  the  follow- 
terms  :  "  To-morrow,  Sept.  2,  1783,  the 
Medicine  Act  commences,  an  act  which  has 
engrossed  the  attention  of  the  public  to 
decide  the  lawful  meaning  of  the  legislature. 
Eminent  Counsel  have  been  consulted  on 
the  occasion.  They  disagreeing,  application 
to  the  Attorney-General  became  absolutely 
necessary  to  clear  up  certain  points.  .  .  . 
The  Attorney's  answer  is  waited  for  with 
great  anxiety  in  London,  which  may  in 
some  measure  alleviate  their  fears  of  a 
general  stop  to  trade.  .  .  ."  The  first  law 
case  reported  under  the  Act  was  hearc; 
within  a  few  weeks  :  on  October  13  "  The 
Morning  Chronicle"  stated  that  a  Mr.Ruspin 
of  Pall  Mall  had  appeared  at  Bow  Stree 
Police  Court  in  answer  to  a  summons  fo: 
having  sold  "  his  tinctures  and  dentrifice  \ 
without  stamps.  He  was  acquitted,  "  t<j 
the  great  satisfaction  of  several  gentlemen 
of  the  faculty,  and  a  number  of  respectabl 
persons,  who  were  present." 

Balanced  Diet

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P.A.T.A.  ANNUAL  MEETING 


The  forty-sixth  annual  meeting  of  the 
Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association  was 
held  in  London  on  April  16,  the  president 
(Lieutenant-Colonel  S.  Watson)  in  the 
chair.  The  meeting  confirmed  a  resolution 
modifying  Rule  5  of  the  Association's  rules 
that  had  been  previously  passed  by  the 
Council. 

Annual  Reports 

Moving  adoption  of  the  annual  report, 
the  president  said  that  the  P.A.T.A.  had 
done  excellent  work  in  easing  the  trade 
difficulties  with  which  members  of  all 
sections  had  to  cope.  Manufacturers  had 
co-operated  loyally  in  responding  to  the 
Council's  recommendation  that  new  whole- 
sale accounts  should  not  be  opened  in 
war-time.  The  Association  had  secured 
recognition  by  the  Central  Price  Regulation 
Committee  of  the  Protected  List  as  a  list 
of  "  permitted  prices,"  and  it  was  gratifying 
that,  so  far  as  was  known,  no  prosecution 
had  been  brought  against  any  retailer  in 
respect  of  articles  protected  by  the  Associ- 
ation. Membership  of  the  manufacturers' 
section  had  shown  a  small  decrease,  but  this 
was  offset  by  the  accession  of  a  number  of 
important  manufacturers  hitherto  not 
members  of  the  Association.  The  useful- 
ness of  the  protected  list  had  been  enhanced 
by  the  publication,  during  the  year,  of  two 
supplements,  the  second  of  which  embodied 
alterations  resulting  from  the  repeal  of  the 
stamp  duties.  The  Association's  investiga- 
tion work  had  continued,  though  on  a 
reduced  scale,  and  had  been  extended  in 
certain  directions  of  service  to  the  legitimate 
trade.  The  president  referred  with  regret 
to  the  death  of  a  member  of  Council, 
Mr.  G.  R.  Hunt  (John  Steedman  &  Co.), 
and  to  the  great  loss  sustained  by  the 
Association  and  the  trade  through  the 
death  of  Mr.  J.  A.  Kenningham. 

Financial  Report 

The  treasurer  (Mr.  Lindsay  Barclay)  made 
a  brief  statement  on  the  satisfactory 
position  shown  in  the  financial  statement. 
The  motion  that  the  report  and  financial 
statement  should  be  adopted  was  seconded 
by  Mr.  Rowsell,  supported  by  Messrs. 
Milner,  Hague  and  Bryant,  and  carried 
unanimously. 

A  vote  of  thanks  accorded  to  the  secretary 
and  staff  for  their  work  during  the  year  was 
acknowledged    by    Mr.    Chapman.  The

The 
tional  War  Formulary  had  removed  the 
t  trace  of  elegant  dispensing;  although 
was  a  war-time  measure,  such  measures 
re  apt  to  persist.  Recent  therapeutic 
vances  were  mainly  to  the  credit  of 
emists,  and  anyone  referring  to  the  B.P. 
dendum  could  not  fail  to  be  struck  by 
e  number  of  chemotherapeutic  remedies 
d  drugs  of  a  chemical  nature  therein,  and 
e  entire  absence  of  new'  drugs  of  a  veget- 
le  origin.  The  younger  school  of  phar- 
cists  must  be  thankful  that  the  use  of 
emotherapeutic  remedies  had,  apparently, 
"asioned  a  return  of  faith  among  the 
^dical  profession  in  the  efficacy  of  medical 
.atment.  The  professional  side  of  phar- 
icy  was  largely  dependent  on  the  prevail- 


ing theory  or  underlying  doctrine  of  medi- 
cine and  the  attitude  of  the  practitioners 
towards  medical  treatment.  Apart  from 
other  factors  the  decline  of  pharmacists' 
professional  status  could  in  some  ways  be 
traced  to  this  influence.  Every  year  science 
was  placing  at  the  disposal  of  the  practitioner 
therapeutic  agents  possessing  specific  effects, 
but  unfortunately  the  use  of  these  new 
remedies  had  not  progressed  so  fast. 

Mr.  Scholfield  said  it  had  always  appeared 
to  him  an  anomaly  that  the  Society  should 
publish  a  quarterly  journal  on  a  subject 
pharmacists  were  not  taught,  namely  phar- 
macology. Pharmacists  should  be  ac- 
quainted with  modern  ideas  regarding 
dosage,  knowledge  of  toxic  reactions, 
courses  of  treatment  and  methods  of 
administration.  Idiosyncrasy  was  more 
common  with  chemotherapeutic  remedies 
than  with  vegetable  drugs;  hitherto  the 
pharmacological  action  of  drugs  and  their 
therapeutic  use  had  not  been  considered 
the  pharmacist's  province,  but  the  speaker 
suggested  that  much  of  the  redundant 
matter  in  the  present  syllabus  should  be 
replaced  by  training  in  these  subjects. 

Dealing  with  the  administration  of  the 
sulphonamides  Mr.  Scholfield  said  the 
variation  of  human  patients  is  a  familiar 
fact,  the  variation  is  greater  in  humans 
than  animals.  As  a  general  rule,  the  range 
of  individual  variation  in  a  group  of 
moderate  size  is  similar  in  extent  to  the 
range  between  the  therapeutic  and  toxic 
doses  of  drugs.  Hence  it  is  impossible  to 
calculate  a  dose  which  will  be  adequate 
for  all  patients  and  yet  toxic  to  none.  Only 
those  methods  are  safe  which  begin  with  a 
moderate  dose  and  permit  the  dose  to  be 
increased  in  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  patient. 

Re  (5).  In  this  group  of  drugs  the  speaker 
dealt  with  Nikethamide,  Leptazole  and 
Hexazole.  These  drugs  are  now  in  the 
third  P.B.  addendum.  The  action  of  these 
drugs  is  to  stimulate  the  central  nervous 
system,  and  they  have  to  a  large  extent 
replaced  camphor,  which  was  largely  used 
on  the  Continent,  and  strychnine,  which 
was  more  popular  in  this  country.  They  are 
also  widely  used  for  their  action  on  the 
medullary  centre  in  circulatory  failure, 
acute  respiratory  diseases,  and  asphyxia 
of  the  newly  born  or  drowning. 

The  speaker  was  of  the  opinion  that  the 
use  of  Leptazole  in  schizophrenia  was  a 
treatment  which  occasioned  misgivings,  and 
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he  felt  that  sometimes  this  treatment  was 
applied  with  an  enthusiasm  which  had  not 
a  little  outrun  discretion. 

Mr.  Scholfield  dealt  with  toxicity  of  the 
sulphonamides,  recent  stimulant  drugs  and 
analeptics,  the  known  and  the  lesser-known 
vitamins,  concluding  with  a  reference  to 
the  sex  hormones,  stilbcestrol,  hexoestrol 
and  hexadiene  compound. 

Discussion  and  Vote  of  Thanks 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  address  much 
discussion  took  place.  The  opinion  that, 
while  many  doctors  today  run  what  might 
be  termed  a  "prescription"  practice,  this 
must  in  due  time  be  replaced  by  the 
"diagnostic"  practice,  was  generally  ac- 
cepted. 

Mr.  Moffitt  proposed  a  vote  of  thanks 
and  the  secretary  (Mr.  R.  MacDonald 
Murray)  said  that  he  hoped  that  the  giving 
of  a  paper  by  other  members  would  become 
a  feature  of  branch  activity.  The  appoint- 
ment of  delegates  to  the  branch  representa- 
tives' meeting  at  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference  was  left  in  the  hands  of  the 
committee. 

STIRRUP  PUMP 
CHANGES 

Important  alterations  in  the  methods  of 
using  the  now  familiar  stirrup  pump  have 
recently  been  announced  by  the  Ministry  of 
Home  Security.  Those  who  have  been 
trained  in  stirrup-pump  drill  have  hitherto 
had  impressed  upon  them  the  desirability  of 
using  the  spray  on  the  bomb  and  the  jet  on 
the  surrounding  fire,  the  advantage  of  the 
spray  being  that  it  caused  little  or  no 
scattering  of  the  molten  magnesium  of  the 
bomb,  whereas  the  jet  caused  considerable 
scattering.  Experience  has  now  shown, 
however,  that  in  cases  where  speed  is  the 
governing  factor,  the  jet  of  the  stirrup 
pump  should  be  used  for  dealing  with  the 
incendiary  bomb  instead  of  the  spray,  as 
has  hitherto  been  recommended.  The  new 
method  of  dealing  with  fire  bombs  is, 
therefore,  as  follows  ("Fire  Guards  Hand- 
book," H.M.  Stationery  Office,  price  2d.) — 

Jet  or  Spray 

The  quickest  method  of  extinguishing  a 
kilo  magnesium  fire  bomb  is  to  apply  a  jet 
of  water  from  as  close  a  range  as  possible. 
By  this  means  the  bomb  can  be  disposed  of 
in  less  than  one  minute,  and  where  speed  is 
the  governing  factor  this  method  should  be 
adopted.   Although  a  jet  of  water  applied 


to  the  bomb  will  cause  some  scattering 
burning  magnesium,  experience  has  show 
that  this  involves  less  risk  of  person 
injury  than  might  be  expected,  since 
particles  bounce  off  the  skin  withoi 
causing  burning ;  but  care  should,  of  cours 
be  taken  that  no  particles  are  able  to  lod# 
between  the  clothing  and  the  skin, 
some  situations — e.g.  where  there  is  high] 
inflammable  material  in  close  proximity- 
it  may  be  important  to  limit  the  scatterir 
effect  and  this  should  be  done  by  using 
spray.  The  spray  will  cause  the  magnesiu 
to  be  consumed  in  about  one  minute  instes 
of  burning  for  10  to  15  minutes. 

Need  for  Speed 

All  fire  bombs  should  be  tackled 
quickly  as  possible.  If  a  bomb  falls  whti 
it  would  quickly  cause  a  serious  fire  unle 
dealt  with  immediately  (e.g.  in  a  buildi] 
containing  inflammable  stores,  or  in 
street  near  a  motor  vehicle  which  j 
petrol  in  its  tank),  it  must  be  tackled 
once  and  the  risk  that  it  may  be  of 
explosive  type  must  be  accepted,  but  duri: 
the  first  two  minutes  the  attack  should 
made  from  behind  the  best  obtainat 
cover — e.g.  the  wall  at  the  side  of  the  do< 
a  piece  of  upturned  furniture  such  as 
heavy  desk  or  table.  From  behind  su 
cover  the  fire  guard  can  operate  the  noz 
from  the  prone  position  and  expose  or 
his  hand  and  forearm.  A  bucket  filled  wi 
water  will  also  afford  protection  to  the  exte 
of  the  cover  it  provides.

Alcohol    for    Transparent    Soap. — Mr. 

ootton-Davies  asked  the  Parliamentary 
ecretary  to  the  Ministry  of  Food,  on 
pril  13,  what  quantity  of  alcohol  was  used 
n  the  manufacture  of  transparent  soap 
uring  the  last  known  period  ;  and  whether 
lcohol  was  still  being  used  to  produce 
ransparency  in  soap. 

The  Joint  Parliamentary  Secretary  to 
he  Ministry  of  Supply  (Mr.  Assheton) :  The 
ale  of  alcohol  for  the  manufacture  of 
ransparent  soap  has  been  cut  down  in 
uccessive  stages.  In  the  first  three  months 
f  this  year  supplies  have  been  released 
n  a  quantity  sufficient  only  to  work  off  the 
xisting  stocks  of  materials,  and  no  further 
eleases  will  be  made.

Herb  Supplies. — Replying  to  Mr.  Groves 
on  April  22,  Mr.  E.  Brown  (Minister  of 
Health)  said  the  supply  of  medicinal  herbs 
was  now  a  matter  for  the  Minister  of  Supply, 
to  whose  notice  he  was  bringing  the  sug- 
gestion that  the  assistance  of  the  National 
Association  of  Medical  Herbalists  should  be 
utilised. 

Policy  Towards  Retail  Traders. — Lieut. - 
Colonel  Sir  Thomas  Moore  asked  the  Pre- 
sident of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  April  22 
whether  he  could  make  a  statement  of 
Government  policy  towards  the  export  and 
domestic  retail  trades,  and  whether  it 
involved  restricting  every  kind  of  trading 
unconnected  with  the  production  of  war 
material. 

The  Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the 
Board  of  Trade  (Captain  Waterhouse) : 
The  policy  of  His  Majesty's  Government 
is  to  limit  the  production  of  goods  for 
home  consumption  to  the  minimum  re- 
quired to  maintain  the  health  and  efficiency 
of  the  people  and,  for  export,  to  trade  which 
assists  the  prosecution  of  the  war.  .  .  . 
Further  restrictions  on  manufacturers  and 
traders  in  both  home  and  export  trade  will 
no  doubt  have  to  be  imposed  as  they 
become  necessary  for  the  full  mobilisation 
of  our  resources. 

Sir  T.  Moore :  While  admitting  these 
necessities,  is  there  no  help  that  can  be 
given  to  these  unfortunate  traders  ? 

Captain  Waterhouse :  The  Retail  Trade 
Committee  is  considering  these  various 
problems, 

Toilet  Preparations,  Northern  Ireland. — 

Captain  Crawford  Browne  asked  the  Pre- 
sident of  the  Board  of  Trade  whether  he 
will  state  the  total  quantity  of  the  goods 
supplied  to  hairdressers  in  Northern  Ireland 
during  any  period  before  the  war  which  is 
equal  to  that  of  the  operation  of  the  Limita- 
tion of  Supplies  Order  (Toilet  Preparations) 
up  to  date ;  and  what  is  the  percentage  of 
such  goods  supplied  during  the  latter  period 
of  the  quantity  supplied  during  the  former 
period  ? 

Captain  Waterhouse :  I  regret  that  I 
have  no  information  about  the  amounts  of 
these  goods  supplied  to  particular  areas  of 
the  United  Kingdom. 
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LIVERPOOL  ANNUAL  MEETINGS 


The  ninety-second  annual  general  meeting 
of  the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Association  and 
the  twentieth  annual  general  meeting  of 
the  Liverpool  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  were  held  on  April  16,  Mr. 
W.  E.  Humphreys  presiding. 

Reports 

Mr.  W.  E,  Shepherd,  who  submitted 
a  combined  annual  report,  stated  :— 

Pharmaceutical  conditions,  with  their 
dependence  on  supplies  of  natural  products 
from  all  parts  of  the  world,  have  become 
progressively  more  difficult,  whilst  the 
calling-up  of  a  number  of  pharmacists  to 
the  age  of  thirty  worsened  the  staffing  of 
pharmacies,  and  resulted  in  the  closing 
of  some.  The  Liverpool  Insurance  Commit- 
tee reported  the  closure  of  thirty-one 
pharmacies  due  to  staffing  difficulties  and 
enemy  action.  With  the  raising  of  the  age 
limit  to  forty,  the  Central  and  District 
War  Committees  have  to  face  increased 
problems.  The  appeal  for  the  Society's 
Benevolent  Fund  this  year  produced  £8o  ; 
this,  with  amounts  sent  direct,  brought  the 
total  from  the  area  to  £127.  The  Council 
thanked  all  who  helped  to  make  this  total 
possible.  Disappointment  was  later  ex- 
pressed that  Liverpool's  place  at  the  head 
of  the  list  of  subscribers  had  been  taken 
by  another  city.  The  Council  also  thanked 
Mr.  J.  L.  Hirst  for  his  services  on  the 
Liverpool  Insurance  Committee  and  Messrs. 
A.  S.  Furniss,  J.  L.  Hirst,  M.  S.  Hughes, 
G.  L.  Clubb,  W.  E.  Humphreys,  L.  W. 
Mussell  and  W.  J.  Tristram  for  their 
services  on  the  pharmaceutical  service 
subcommittee;  Messrs.  J.  L.  Hirst  and 
J.  Rae  served  on  the  Council  of  Associated 
Learned  Societies  of  Liverpool,  and  Mr. 
J.  L.  Hirst  on  the  City  Technical  College 
management  subcommittee. 

Association  Business 

On  the  year's  working  of  the  Liverpool 
Chemists'  Association,  there  was  a  credit 
balance  of  £15,  which,  added  to  the  balance 
brought  forward,  made  a  total  of  £122. 
It  was  left  to  the  Council  to  decide  whether 
some  of  this  money  should  be  invested. 
Membership  is  125.  Mr.  W.  E.  Humphreys 
was  elected  President  for  the  third  suc- 
cessive year;  Councillor  W.  J.  Tristram, 
J. P.,  was  re-elected  Vice-president;  Mr. 
W.  E.  Shepherd,  Secretary ;  and  Mr. 
Martin  S.  Hughes,  Treasurer.  The  Council 
was  re-elected  en  bloc. 


Pharmaceutical  Society  Branch 

Mr.  L.  Moreton  Parry  paid  tribute  to 
the  memory  of  the  late  Mr.  A.  C.  Abrahams. 
Membership  of  the  branch  was  reported  as 
615,  and  the  credit  balance  as  ^35.  The 
following  retiring  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee were  re-elected  :  Messrs.  G.  L.  Clubb 
J.  L.  Hirst,  M.  S.  Hughes,  and  W.  E. 
Humphreys. 

Discussion 

A    motion    by   the    Bradford  Branch, 
submitted  for  discussion  at  the  branch 
representatives'    meeting   of   the  British 
Pharmaceutical    Conference,    that  there 
should   be   a   great   organisation  for  all 
holders    of    the    Society's  qualification 
brought  forth  considerable  comment,  much 
of   it   unfavourable.    Mr.    L.  Moreto 
Parry   considered   the   resolution  might 
have  mischievous  effects  on  the  under- 
standings and  functions  of  the  Society  and 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union.  Mr.  J.  L 
Hirst  hoped  level-headed  people  woul 
not  be  influenced  by  one  faction  or  the 
other.  The  existing  machinery  was  workin 
smoothly.  Mr.  G.  L.  Clubb  said  it  was  a 
pity  so  many  were  "led  up  the  garde 
path"  by  certain  eminent  people  coming 
to  the  branches. 

Mr.  L.  Moreton  Parry  said  there  was 
a  justifiable  feeling  that  employees  shoulc 
be  organised  and  that  it  should  be  the 
duty  of  the  Society's  Council  to  support  ar 
organisation  of  employees,  just  as  it  assisted 
in  forming  the  N.P.U.  Miss  Prescot:* 
contended  that  pharmacy  was  behind  th< 
times  in  regard  to  employee  organisation 
Mr.  J.  L.  Hirst  said  there  was  dislik 
of  an  organisation  which  was  ancillary 
to  a  larger  body,  and  whose  chief  officia 
was  not  a  chemist.  An  arrangemen 
whereby  a  junior  association  could  appea 
to  a  more  powerful  organisation  to  throy 
its  weight  about  would  not  appeal  to  hin 
at  all. 

Replying  to  the  suggestion  that  in  tfrj 
post-war  reconstruction  period  dispensinj 
should  be  the  exclusive  job  of  pharmacists 
Mr.  G.  L.  Clubb  said  he  believed  th 
dispensing  of  Liverpool  could  be  done  b; 
twenty  or  thirty  pharmacists.  There  wer( 
far  too  many  pharmacists  in  the  countr; 
to  do  all  the  dispensing.  On  the  suggestion 
of  a  postal  course  of  business  training  fo 
pharmacists,  Mr.  J.  L.  Hirst  exclaimei 
"I  have  seen  more  examination  paper 
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an  anyone  else  in  this  room ;  for  heaven's 
ake  don't  put  any  more  subjects  on  the 
urriculum.  The  Society  has  the  duty  of 
rotecting  pharmacy  for  pharmacists ; 
usiness  training  is  a  matter  for  the  N.P.U., 
•hich  is  already  doing  it  along  certain 
nes."  Mr.  L.  Moreton  Parry  said  he 
as  not  prepared  to  add  to  the  burdens  of 
hemists  now  qualifying,  unless  proper 
rovision  was  made  for  remuneration  at 

e  end  of  the  qualifying  period.   He  did 


not  want  to  see  British  pharmacy  reduced 
to  the  level  of  American ;  he  hoped  never 
to  see  them  vendors  of  ice  cream  and  in 
charge  of  free  luncheon  counters.

ore  Purchase  Tax  Decisions 

*  position  regarding  liability  of  toilet 
arations  to  purchase  tax  has  recently 
reviewed  by  the  Customs  and  Excise 
orities.  When,  on  April  15,  the  tax 
increased  on  certain  goods  to  two- 

ds  of  the  wholesale  value,  the  section 


of  the  Customs  and  Excise  Notice  No.  81 
dealing  with  perfumery  and  toilet  prepara- 
tions appeared  to  require  further  clarifica- 
tion. Decisions  have  now  been  given  by 
the  Customs  and  Excise  which  settle  the 
various  difficulties  which  arose  in  this 
connexion.  The  following  toilet  prepara- 
tions are  excepted  from  the  increased  tax 
and  remain  chargeable  at  the  rate  of 
33£  per  cent  :— 

Soap,  shaving  creams,  shampoos  (includes 
all  shaving  soaps  and   shaving  creams, 
soap   shampoos   and   all   other  cleansing 
shampoos,  and  soap  made  up  for  sale  as 
toilet  soap)  ;    dentifrices,  including  tooth- 
pastes, tooth-powders  and  abrasives,  and 
denture-cleaning  preparations  ;   toilet  eye- 
lotions  and  eye-drops  ;  mouth-washes  and 
antiseptics,  including  liquid  preparations 
for  dental  purposes,  mouth-washes  made 
with    duty-paid    spirits    wThich    are  not 
eligible  for  rebate  of  spirit  duty,  effervescing 
mouth-wash  tablets,  styptic   pencils  and 
blocks,  and  other  preparations  chargeable 
under  Class  18  which  are  recognised  anti- 
septics ;     calamine    lotions    and  similar 
alleviating  toilet  preparations  (unperfumed), 
including  dusting  powders  (untinted  and 
unperfumed),    smelling    salts,  deodorants 
which  are  clear  liquid  preparations  con- 
taining an  aluminium  salt  in  solution  pre- 
pared and  sold  solely  for  use  in  personal 
hygiene,  emollient  preparations,  e.g.,  for 
the  relief    of    sunburn  or  chafing,  anti- 
midge  and  anti-bite  creams  and  lotions 
and  anti-midge  lavender,  foot  pastes  of  the 
alleviating-cream    type,    alleviating  bath 
preparations    (unperfumed),    and  similar 
lotions,  medicated  creams  and  preparations 
of  the  kinds  chargeable  under  Class  18, 
which  are  shown  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Commissioners  to  be  primarily  intended  for 
use  as  unperfumed  alleviating  preparations. 
It  should  be  noted  that,  with  the  above 
exceptions,  all  preparations  listed  as  charge- 
able under  Class  18  of  Notice  No.  78,  as 
amended  by  the  Addendum,  are  chargeable 
at  the  higher  rate  of  66f  per  cent.  Thus, 
all  cosmetics  are  chargeable  at  66f  per  cent., 
whether  they  contain  antiseptic  ingredients 
or   not.    Traders   who   claim   that  their 
preparations    are    recognised  antiseptics 
should  submit  details  of  composition  and 
use  to  the  Commissioners. 
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The  following  articles  (previously  listed 
under  Class  17  in  Notice  No.  78  and  in  the 
Addendum)  are  also  regarded  as  alleviative 
preparations  chargeable  at  33^  per  cent.  : — 

Unmedicated  corn  and  bunion  rings, 
pads  and  plasters  ;  unmedicated  adhesive 
felt  in  the  specified  packings  ;  animal  wool 
and  lambs-wool  prepared  for  chiropody  use, 
in  specified  packings. 

Drugs  and  medicines  within  Class  19 
remain  chargeable  at  the  rate  of  i6f  per 
cent.  They  include  dusting  powders  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Codex,  medicinal 
eye-lotions  and  eye-drops,  medicinal  mouth 
washes  made  with  duty-paid  spirits  which 
are  eligible  for  rebate  of  spirit  duty,  lotio 
calaminae  N.W.F.,  corn  cures,  salves  and 
paints. 

War  Damage  (Amendment) 
Bill 

The  War  Damage  (Amendment)  Bill,  the 
text  of  which  was  issued  on  April  23, 
extends  the  period  of  time  during  which 
war  damage  to  land  and  buildings  was  to 
be  the  subject  of  compensation  under 
Part  I  of  the  War  Damage  Act,  1941,  and 
the  War  Damage  (Extension  of  Risk 
Period)  Act,  194 1,  and  makes  certain 
additions  to  the  provisions  of  the  original 
Act  and  also  a  number  of  amendments  to 
that  Act.  These  additions  and  amend- 
ments extend  not  only  to  Part  I  of  the 
Act  but  also  to  Part  II,  which  deals  with 
the  insurance  of  business  goods  and  private 
chattels  against  war  damage.  Clause  I  of 
the  Bill  discontinues  the  previous  method 
of  dealing  with  damage  to  land  and  build- 
ings by  way  of  successive  "risk  periods," 
each  with  its  separate  contribution,  and 
provides  for  a  single  risk  period  dating  from 
the  outbreak  of  war  and  of  indefinite  length, 
which  will  continue  until  terminated  by  an 
order  made  by  the  Treasury  and  approved 
by  the  House  of  Commons.  No  addition 
is  made  to  the  current  contributions,  either 
in  amount  or  in  number,  in  respect  of  this 
extension,  but  the  provisions  of  Section  22 
of  the  War  Damage  Act,  1941,  continue  in 
force,  i.e.,  the  Treasury,  with  the  approval 
of  the  House  of  Commons,  may,  if  the 
expected  receipts  fall  short  of  half  the 
expected  payments,  increase  the  number  of 
instalments,  or  their  amount,  or  both  ;  on 


the  other  hand,  if  the  expected  recei] 
exceed  the  expected  payments,  Parliame 
may  take  steps  to  reduce  the  form 
Clause  1  (3)  of  the  Bill  applies  to  the  n 
conditions  the  principles  of  Section  31 
the  original  Act,  i.e.,  in  determini 
whether  a  particular  property  is  a  contrit 
tory  property  or  at  what  rate  it  shoi 
pay  any  instalment  of  contribution 
regard  is  to  be  had  to  any  new  or  chan 
circumstances  which  come  into  being  af 
January  1  in  the  year  within  which  tl 
instalment  falls  due.  Clause  5  provic 
statutory  authority  for  compensation  up 
^50  provided  by  the  Assistance  Board 
one  part  of  the  scheme  for  dealing  w 
cases  of  hardship,  in  respect  of  goods 
compulsorily  insurable  under  the  Co 
modity  Insurance  Scheme. 

Under  Section  62   (1)   (a)  of  the  V 
Damage  Act  there  is  an  exemption  ir< 
compulsory  insurance  under  the  busin 
scheme   for   any   person   whose  busin 
chattels  do  not  exceed  ^1,000  in  val 
Under  Section  62  (1)  (c)  certain  kinds 
goods    are    exempted    from  compuls< 
insurance  altogether.    Paragraph  3  of 
third  schedule  to  the  Bill  provides  t 
goods  in  the  latter  category  shall  be 
regarded  when  computing  the  total  va 
of  the  owner's  business  chattels  for 
purpose    of    {a)    above.     The  Board 
Trade  has  no  power  to  make  any  payme 
under  the  business  scheme  unless  the  go 
are  insured,  despite  the  fact  that  failure 
insure  may  have  been  due  to  inabil 
owing  to  circumstances  arising  out  of 
war,  to  pay  the  requisite  premiums 
rently.

Limiting  Annual  Conferenc 

Social,  commercial,  and  political  organ 
tions  and  trade  unions  which  wc 
normally  be  holding  their  annual  con 
ences  in  the  coming  months  are  1 
asked  by  the  Government  to  consi 
whether  the  reasons  which  made  the  h< 
ing  of  such  conferences  desirable  in  pe? 
time  justify  their  continuance  in  pre.' 
conditions.  The  object  of  the  reques 
to  relieve  transport  services  of  the  additi< 
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ain  caused  by  the  gathering  of  representa- 
es  and  delegates  from  all  parts  of  the 
ntry  at  one  point  :  it  is  essential  that 
unnecessary  travel  should  be  avoided 
all  times  and  especially  at  week-ends, 
e  Government  recognises  that  some  con- 
ences  must  be  held,  but  urges  that  the 
mber  of  persons  attending  should  be 


reduced  to  a  minimum  and  that  care 
should  be  taken  to  arrange  the  conferences 
at  places  which  involve  the  minimum  of 
long  distance  travel.  It  is  understood  that 
special  travelling  facilities  for  persons 
attending  conferences,  such  as  reserved 
coaches  or  special  trains,  will  not  be  made 
available.

icotinic  Acid  Requirements  from  Bread. 

he  minimal  requirement  of  nicotinic 
d  sufficient  to  prevent  pellagra  in  man 
s  been  calculated  by  Kodicek  ("Lancet," 
rch  28,  p.  380)  to  be  about  8-10  mgm. 
ly.  This  amount  may  not  be  enough, 
author  considers,  to  prevent  sub- 
ciencies,  and  thus  the  desirable  intake 
optimum  health  may  be  higher.  With 
average  current  diet  containing  white 
ad  the  mean  daily  intake  of  nicotinic 
d  is  about  9  mgm.,  which  is  below  the 
irable  limit,  but  wholemeal  bread 
reases  the  daily  intake  to  about  12-3 
m.  The  substitution  of  wholemeal  or 
per  cent,  wheatmeal  for  white  bread 
s  renders  the  supply  adequate. 

Silver  Picrate  in  Vaginitis. — The  results 
a  five-year  study  on  the  use  of  silver 
rate  in  the  treatment  of  vaginitis  is 
en  by  Corbit,  McElroy  and  Clark  in  the 
ournal  of  the  American  Medical  Associa- 
n,"  1941,  II,  1764.   Under  the  routine 
atment  followed,  5  gm.  of  1  per  cent, 
er  picrate  in  kaolin  is  insufflated  into 
vagina  at  the  first  clinic  visit.  The 
tient  is  given  six  silver  picrate  suppo- 
ories  (silver  picrate,  gr.  2,  in  a  boro- 
ceride-gelatin  base)  and  instructed  to 
ert  one  each  night  before  retiring  and 
use  a  sanitary  pad.    The  insufflations 
repeated  weekly  until  the  symptoms 
relieved  and  smears  are  negative  for  the 
anism.    Two    suffice   in   most  cases, 
negative  tests  are  recorded  at  three 
nsecutive  menstrual  periods  after  cessa- 
n  of  the  treatment,  the  patient  is  con- 
ered  cured.    The   method   has  given 
"factory  results  in  94-1  per  cent,  of 
46  cases  of  trichomoniasis  and  in  97 
cent,  of  151  cases  of  moniliasis.  Patients 
th  a  decidedly  alkaline  urine  tend  to  be 
:tated  by  the  therapy,  but  of  the  number 
ated  only  two  were  classed  as  sensitive, 
all  other  patients  treated  with  silver 
ate  there  were  no  untoward  reactions. 


Head-louse  Insecticides.— The  high  in- 
cidence (30-50  per  cent.)  of  head  lice  in 
young  women  in  industrial  areas  has  led 
Busvine  and  Buxton  ("British  Medical 
Journal,"  April  11,  p.  464)  to  investigate 
various  methods  of  control.  These  writers 
find  that  special  advantages  as  insecticides 
are  possessed  by  25  per  cent,  solution  of 
technical  lauryl  thiocyanate  in  a  white  oil ; 
50  per  cent,  solution  of  lethane  384  special 
in  similar  oil;  and  derris  cream  (derris 
extract  in  castor  oil  to  make  a  cream  con- 
taining 1  per  cent,  rotenone  and  7  per  cent, 
derris  extract).  For  any  of  these  three  the 
dose  is  0-5  to  2  dr.  (about  2  to  8  c.c.)  a  head, 
the  lowest  dose  sufficing  for  a  child  with 
short  hair,  the  highest  for  a.  woman  with 
long  thick  hair.  "The  volume  recommended 
is  approximately  that  which  people  who 
apply  brilliantine  or  hair  oil  generally  use, 
so  that  the  result  is  not  unsightly,  except 
on  very  fuzzy  or  very  fair  hair."  In  apply- 
ing these  materials  the  hair  is  parted  by 
one  hand  and  the  liquid  or  cream  put  on  the 
scalp  with  a  teaspoon  or  pipette  held  in  the 
other  hand.  This  is  done  on  eight  spots, 
four  on  each  side,  and  the  material  is  then 
distributed  by  massaging  with  the  fingers. 
It  should  not  be  distributed  by  combing, 
for  that  tends  to  draw  the  insecticide  away 
from  the  scalp.  The  patient  is  instructed 
not  to  wash  the  head  for  ten  days.  If  the 
concentrations  of  drug  are  reduced  a  con- 
siderable proportion  of  failures  occur — a 
"failure"  being  an  "incomplete  kill"  (even 
one  live  louse  or  egg  found  up  to  the  tenth 
day  results  in  a  "failure"  being  recorded). 
The  authors  suggest  that  the  thiocyanates 
might  be  introduced  to  the  public  as 
"medicated  hair  oil,"  and  the  derris  cream 
as  "medicated  hair  cream."  The  two 
thiocyanates  (and  to  some  extent  the  derris 
cream)  have  slight  but  disagreeable  odours, 
easily  masked  by  the  addition  of  2  per  cent, 
citronella  or  bay  oil  or  similar  essential  oil 
used  in  perfumery. 
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OBSERVATIONS  ON  THE  FUTURE 
OF  PHARMACY 


i. — By  E.  M.  Williams 

What  exactly  has  happened  to  pharmacy 
in  the  last  twenty  years?  Pharmacists 
must  recognise,  if  they  are  honest  with 
themselves,  that  they  have  little  to  be 
proud  of.  The  majority  have  been  content 
to  trade  on  their  qualification — ready  to 
take  advantage  of  anything  offered  them, 
but  unwilling  to  give  anything  in  return. 
Before  one  can  determine  the  right  path 
for  pharmacy  to  follow  today,  one  must 
know  in  what  ways  chemists  have  become 
worse  off,  and  in  what  ways,  if  any,  better 
off,  in  the  last  few  years.  In  my  opinion, 
the  factors  that  have  worsened  the  position 
of  pharmacy  are  : — 

1.  Compulsory  membership. 

2.  The  appointment  of  qualified  chemists 
as  poisons  inspectors.  Chemists  feel  that 
the  most  frequent  breaches  of  the  poisons 
laws  are  committed  in  doctors'  surgeries 
and  in  hospitals,  and  they  are  puzzled  to 
know  whether  the  inspectors  check  up  on 
these  offenders  in  the  same  way  as  they 
do  on  their  brother  pharmacists. 

3.  The  latitude  allowed  to  listed  sellers 
of  poisons  that  is  not  allowed  to  pharma- 
cists. As  an  example,  if  a  listed  seller 
wishes  to  leave  his  premises,  he  may 
authorise  another  unqualified  person  to 
sell  poisons  in  his  or  her  absence.  Pharma- 
cists are  not  allowed  to  do  this,  even  if  the 
unqualified  assistant  has  been  in  the  trade 
for  twenty  or  thirty  years. 

4.  Repeal  of  the  medicine  stamp  duty. 
Formerly  manufacturers  of  patent  medi- 
cines found  it  more  profitable  to  sell  their 
products  through  chemists,  as  in  this  way 
they  were  not  compelled  to  stamp  their 
products,  so  long  as  they  complied  with  the 
necessary  conditions.  The  difference  in  the 
wholesale  price  of  the  article  to  the  chemist 
and  that  to  the  unqualified  vendor  did  not 
by  any  means  always  represent  the  value 
of  the  stamp  saved  by  virtue  of  the  chemist's 
qualification. 

On  the  other  hand,  are  pharmacists  better 
off  in  any  way?  I  cannot  think  of  any.  A 
large  number  of  chemists,  especially  those 
with  a  sense  of  financial  values,  endeavour 
to  dissuade  their  children  from  entering  a 
profession  that  is  inadequately  protected 
and  whose  status  is  not  commensurate  with 
expenses  incurred.  Surely  this  indicates 
an  unhealthy  state  of  affairs. 


One  would  have  thought,  too,  that  chem 
ists  in  business  would  have  been  directl 
consulted  as  to  who  should  represent  the-" 
on  the  committee  of  inquiry.  Had  tha 
been  done,  it  is  quite  possible  that  th 
personnel  of  the  committee  may  hav 
been  different. 

Paths  Open  to  Pharmacy 

I  it  wishes  to  survive,  pharmacy  ha 
one  of  two  roads  open  to  it.    Either  th 
training    of    the    pharmacist    should  b 
radically  altered  to  make  him  competen 
to  hold  out  in  business  against  multipl 
firms,  chain  stores,  drug  stores,  grocers  anc 
hairdressers,  to  mention  only  a  few,  o 
pharmacists  need  to  stand  together  am 
demand  the  protection  which  is  their  right 
The  first  method  is  obviously  impracticable 
That  leaves  just  the  second  alternative 
But  this  can  be  accomplished — and  in  1 
comparatively  short  time.  Conclusive  proo 
of  the  absence  of  professional  status  in 
pharmacy  is  to  be  found  in  the  attitudi 
adopted  by  the  War  Office,  medical  pre 
fession   and   nursing    profession  toward 
pharmacists.    Moreover,  when  a  membe 
of  the  public  walks  into  a  chemist's  shoi 
and  has  to  wait  perhaps  a  quarter  of  a: 
hour  whilst  the  chemist  is  busily  engage* 
in  selling  toilet  goods  or  torch  batteries 
that  person  naturally  loses  confidence  i; 
the  chemist's  professional  claims.    It  i 
obvious  that  the  chemist  should  confini 
himself  to  pharmacy,  and  that  pharmacy- 
which  includes  supplying  proprietary  med: 
cines,  should  be  confined  to  pharmacist; 
the  persons  qualified  and  trained  to  hand! 
and  understand  medicines  and  their  pre 
paration.   There  is  no  good  reason  why 
pharmacist  should  deal  in  fancy  goods,  etc 
in  order  to  make  ends  meet,  whilst  th 
grocer  across  the  street  sells  almost  every! 
thing  the  pharmacist  sells  except  a  fe1 
drugs.    No   member   of  the   public  ca 
honestly  assert  that  there  are  insufficier 
pharmacies  to  supply  the  public  with  ill 
medicinal  needs. 

A  source  of  annoyance  to  many  cor 
scientious  pharmacists  is  the  attitude  t 
apprentices  that  regards  them  as  a  sourcj 
of  inexpensive  labour,  the  proprietc 
thinking  little  and  caring  less  that  hi 
apprentice  may  in  a  few  years  be  anothc 
pharmacist  in  opposition  either  to  himself 
or  to  another  chemist.    Lastly,  there  ai 
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armacists  who  are  prepared,  for  a 
nsideration,  to  work  for  anyone,  without 
ard  to  any  code  of  principles.  Some 
e  even  working  for  organisations  that 
tribute  pharmaceutical  products  through 
qualified  channels  with  total  disregard 

their  own  profession.  The  attitude  of  a 
mber  of  pharmacists  to  the  Chemists' 
iends  scheme  is  an  indication  of  their 
ortsightedness  and  thoughtlessness.  When 
e  manufacturers  decry  the  C.F.  move- 
nt by  saying  that  it  will  produce  a 
alth  of  substitutes,  there  is  a  good 
swer.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  has 
e  power  to  impose  restrictions  on  phar- 

cists.  It  should  be  able  to  place  restric- 

ns  on  unqualified  vendors  as  well. 

Let  us  then  summarise  the  improvements

1.  Limiting  the  activities  of  pharmacists 
the  pharmacy.    If  a  chemist  wants  to 

al  in  "odds  and  ends/'  he  should  do  it  in 
arate  premises  at  which  he  may  not 
al  in  medicines. 

2.  Limiting  the  distribution  of  medica- 
~nts  for  human  use  so  that  unqualified 
ndors  have  no  power  to  deal  in  them. 

3.  Controlling  apprentices,  so  that  each 
armacist  who  wishes  to  train  an  appren- 
e  is  licensed  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
ciety. 

4.  The  activities  of  members  should  be 
der  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Society,  to  the 
tent  that  no  pharmacist  is  allowed  to 
rk  for  a  firm  which  engages  in  transac- 
ns  adversely  affecting  the  profession,  or 
"ch  sells  medicine  by  wholesale  to  be 
ailed  by  unqualified  vendors. 

5.  Explaining  clearly  to  every  student 
tering  pharmacy  what  he  may  expect 
ce  he  is  qualified. 

2.— By  "  Newly  Qualified  " 

In  the  last  thirty  years  the  lawful  trade 

members  of  the  pharmaceutical  pro- 
sion  engaged  in  retail  business  has  been 
"reasingly  encroached  upon  by  co- 
erative   societies,    chain   stores   of  the

t  in  post-war  Britain,  suggests  a  grim 
~ture  not  only  for  the  established  phar- 

cist  but  also  for  the  young  qualified  man 
st  out  of  college  and  taking  his  place  in 
.e  pharmaceutical  world. 
Mr.  Mallinson,  the  secretary  of  the 
ational  Pharmaceutical  Union,  has  rightly 
iscribed  pharmacy  as  "the  most  remark- 
>le  professional  organisation  in  existence." 

something  is  not  done,  and  done  soon 


and  thoroughly,  it  may  become  the  most 
remarkable  flop  in  the  history  of  profes- 
sional organisations.  It  is  no  use  bewailing 
what  has  happened  in  the  past,  for  history 
need  not  repeat  itself  if  chemists  are 
prepared  to  fight — every  man — for  the 
recognition  of  his  rights  and  professional 
status. 

The  "private"  pharmacist's  greatest 
enemies  today  are  (1)  the  co-operative 
societies  and  (2)  the  chain  stores,  the 
former  because  they  give  dividends  on 
pharmaceutical  commodities,  or  in  common 
parlance,  "cut"  prices;  and  the  latter, 
the  worse  of  the  two  evils,  perhaps,  because 
they  sell  patent  medicines  by  untrained 
staff,  but  may  in  due  time  run  pharma- 
ceutical departments  under  the  supervision 
of  qualified  men.  We  must  envisage  a 
dispensing  service  run  on  the  5  and  10 
cent  lines ! 

How  are  chemists  to  fight  the  vested 
interest  and  the  "Big  Business  Man"? 
Here  are  a  few  suggested  ways : — 

1.  By  electing  a  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  whose  members  have  direct 
personal  contact  with  the  areas  which  elect 
them. 

2.  By  co-operation  among  pharmacists 
themselves.  Branch  meetings  of  either  the 
Society  and  N.P.U.  are  far  from  well 
attended,  and  every  town  seems  to  rely 
on  a  select  few,  while  others  have  always 
an  important  skittles  match  on  the  night 
of  a  meeting,  and  are  never  able  to  attend. 
"He  that  is  not  for  me  is  against  me"  is 
reflected  strongly  in  pharmaceutical  circles. 
Persistent  "absenteeism"  should  be  dealt 
with. 

3.  By  active  support  from  all  pharma- 
cists for  the  C.F.  scheme ;  preventing  local 
"co-ops"  from  obtaining  C.F.  lines  (tracing 
the  source  of  supply,  and  if  it  proves  to  be 
a  chemist's  sundries  house  or  wholesaler, 
instituting  a  boycott  at  once). 

4.  By  collective  local  advertising. 

5.  By  co-operation  with  local  branches 
of  the  British  Medical  Association.  In 
times  past  co-operation  with  the  medical 
profession  has  varied  from  a  sumptuous 
box  of  cigars  at  Christmas  to  cheap  dis- 
pensing for  club  patients !  Neither  should 
be.  Is  it  not  possible  to  form  a  liaison 
committee  of  pharmacists  with  members 
of  the  medical  profession?  A  greater  sym- 
pathetic understanding  of  problems  of 
mutual  interest  could  be  fostered  at  such 
conferences. 

6.  By  avoiding  undercutting.  This  never 
commanded  respect,  nor  has  it,  in  the  long 
run,  increased  turnover. 
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PAIN  FROM  VARYING  pH  OF  INJECTIONS 


Several  research  papers  were  read  at 
an  afternoon  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  held  recently.  Among  them 
was  "The  Pain  Effects  of  Injections 
of  Varying  pn,"  by  Arthur  W.  Lupton. 
The  main  points  of  the  paper,  which  was 
read  by  Mr.  H.  Berry,  are  given  below. 

Pain  from  Injection 

The  author  investigated  whether  careful 
and  accurate  adjustment  of  reaction  and 
tonicity  of  solutions  prior  to  injection  was 
warranted.  Buffered  solutions  were  not 
used  lest  the  various  ions  foreign  to  the 
body  contributed  to  the  effect.  The 
solutions  contained,  therefore,  only  increas- 
ing H  or  OH  ions  in  normal  saline,  and 
the  tests  were  made  by  injection  into  the 
substance  of  the  skin  of  the  forearm.  The 
author  points  out  that  intracutaneous 
injection  has  a  limited  application,  and  that 
the  tests  may  thus  give  a  wrong  view  of  the 
suitability  or  otherwise  of  a  solution  when 
injected  by  any  of  the  more  usual  routes. 
Apart  from  complications  depending  on 
the  point  of  entry  and  track  of  the  needle 
in  relation  to  "pain  spots,"  pain  resulting 
from  an  injection  may  soon  be  masked  or 
interfered  with  by  the  development  of 
pressure  and/or  ischaemia  anaesthesia  from 
the  bulk  of  the  fluid  injected.  This  was 
marked  in  many  of  the  tests,  sharp  pain 
being  followed  by  complete  anaesthesia, 
the  pain  returning  gradually,  with  increasing 
burning  sensation,  after  some  minutes. 

Conclusions 

Nevertheless,  tentative  conclusions  may, 
it  is  thought,  be  drawn  from  the  experi- 
ments, though  it  is  necessary  also  to  bear 
in  mind  that  patients  vary  considerably  in 
sensitivity.  A  main  conclusion  would  be 
that,  while  gross  variation  from  neutrality 
(outside  the  range  pn  4  to  pa  10)  and/or 
isotonicity  may,  at  the  more  sensitive  sites 
of  injection,  give  rise  to  some  pain,  it  is 
always  transitory,  for  the  reason  that 
physiological  mechanisms  immediately 
come  into  play  which,  in  effect,  restore 
neutrality  and  isotonicity.  Even  pure 
sterile  water,  when  injected  into  or  below 
the  skin,  produces  acute  pain,  which, 
however,  passes  off  in  a  few  seconds.  Res- 
toration of  normal  reaction  and  tonicity 
by  physiological  means  is  so  rapid  that  no 
objective  evidence  of  tissue  irritation  in  the 
most  sensitive  skins  could  be  found  by  the

Reaction  is  of  Secondary  Importance 

Evidence  tends  to  show,  concludes  th 
author,  that,  other  things  being  equa. 
reaction  and  tonicity  of  a  solution  fo 
injection  are  of  secondary  importance  ii 
causing  pain  or  tissue  irritation  to  tfr 
irritant  properties  of  the  active  principle 
Their  accurate  adjustment  is  not  warranted 
Physiological  mechanisms  make  quid 
work  of  dealing  with  abnormalities  o 
reaction,  etc.,  but  they  may  be  relative^ 
powerless  to  deal  with  the  irritant  propertie; 
of  the  drug.  There  is  no  need  only  to  con 
sider  in  this  connexion  the  violently  irritan 
drugs,  such  as  the  organic  arsenicals 
quinine,  emetine,  etc. 

Local  anaesthetics,  in  the  strengths  in  whic 
they  are  usually  employed,  and  even  whe: 
used  in  neutral  isotonic  solution,  produc 
demonstrable  objective  effects  of  tissu 
damage  which  last  for  days,  while  ^-chlo; 
w-cresol  in  the  doses  recommended  fc 
injection  produces,  on  intracutaneous  injec 
ion,  a  reaction  that  may  last  a  fortnight.

Sirs. — Re  your  article  "  Purchase  Tax 
on  Labels  "  (C.  &>  D.,  April  25,  p.  472),  it 
would  seem  that  the  only  class  of  labels  to 
bear  the  tax  are  the  ones  that  can  really  be 
regarded  as  essential,  viz.,  those  used  on 
genuine  medicines  supplied  on  prescriptions 
where  specific  directions  are  given  by  the 
prescriber.  Once  again  the  chemist  is 
called  on  to  pay  the  piper  while  the  patent 
medicine  makers  get  their  labels  free  of  tax. 
This  is  rather  a  blatant  example  of  string 
pulling  by  the  vested  interest.  The  tax 
yield  on  labels  for  proprietaries  would  yield 
far  more  than  the  tax  which  will  accrue 
from  dispensing  labels.

MISCELLANEOUS 
INQUIRIES 

Castellani's  Fuchsin  Pigment. — L.   C. — 

This  consists  of  a  mixture  of  saturated 
alcoholic  solution  of  basic  fuchsin,  10  c.c, 
and  phenol  solution  (5  per  cent.),  100  c.c. 
This  solution  is  filtered  and  to  it  should  be 
added  boric  acid  1  gm.,  and  after  the  lapse  of 
two  hours  5  c.c.  of  acetone.  After  a  further 
two  hours  10  gm.  of  resorcinol  are  added. 
The  solution  should  be  stored  in  dark, 
stoppered  bottles. 

Grey  Hair. — R.  J.  T. — The  latest  work 
on  grey  hair  and  its  prevention  is  the 
recognition  of  so-called  anti-grey-hair  vita- 
min— a  member  of  the  vitamin  B  complex 
and  recently  identified  as  ^-aminobenzoic 
acid.  In  December  1940,  British  workers 
found  that  ^-aminobenzoic  acid  was  a 
constituent  of  yeast.  In  1941,  it  was 
reported  that  the  substance  restored  the 
natural  pigmentation  of  the  fur  of  rats  made 
grey  by  nutritional  deficiency.  It  was 
further  found  that  the  substance  also 
alleviated  other  conditions  that  the  results 
indicate  were  due  either  to  nutritional 
deficiency  or  to  faulty  metabolism.  One  of 
the  conditions  remedied  by  the  compound 
was  vitilego,  a  skin  disease  consisting  in  the 
development  of  smooth  whitish  spots  due 
to  the  disappearance  of  the  natural  pigment 
of  the  skin.  The  results  observed  seem  to 
indicate  that  it  was  due  either  to  a  deficiency 
in  the  anti-grey-hair  vitamin  or  to  the 
inability  of  the  body  to  utilise  it  properly. 
In  America  about  300  patients  of  both 


sexes,  aged  sixteen  to  seventy-four  yea  milll 
were  treated  with  ^-aminobenzoic  ai 
during  about  five  months.  These  patients  h 
had  varying  degrees  of  greyness  from  two 
twenty-four  years.  The  treatment  consisi 
in  oral  administration  of  tablets,  es 
containing  100  mgm.  of  ^-aminobenz 
acid,  in  doses  ranging  from  one  half  tat 
twice  a  day  to  one  tablet  six  times  a  d; 
It  was  found  that  the  colour  of  the  h 
was  restored  to  these  patients,  who  I 
become  grey  prematurely  or  otherwise. 

RECENT  RESEARCH 

Replacing  Cereals  by  Potatoes. — Attem 
to  use  home-grown  potatoes  in  place 
imported  grains  in  cattle  and  poul 
rations  have  recently  been  reported  (Ann 
Report,  1 94 1,  of  the  Ovaltine  Resea 
Laboratories).  A  group  of  pedigree  Jer 
cows  was  taken  indoors  and  put  on  wi: 
rations  in  which  various  cereal  prod 
were  gradually  replaced  by  potato  slice, 
the  same  time  a  control  group  of  sim 
animals  was  kept  indoors  on  the  wii 
rations  to  which  no  potatoes  were  adc 
At  the  end  of  six  months  when  potatoes 
entirely  replaced  cereal  products  and 
supplying  83  per  cent,  of  the  total  carbo 
drates  in  the  diet,  the  cows  receiv 
potatoes  were  in  excellent  health  and  tl 
milk  yield  was  equal  to  that  of  the  con 
group.  Periodic  analysis  of  the 
showed  that  the  potato  diet  had  not  affec 
the  milk  constituents.  The  fact  that  w 
the  cows  were  receiving  no  bran,  their  r 
contained  as  much  vitamin  Bx  as  the  r 
from  the  control  group  indicated  that  tl 
uad  been  little  loss  of  the  vitamin  in  dn 
the  potatoes.  These  results  indicate 
possibility  that  large  quantities  of  ce 
products  of  high  food  value  can  be  rende 
available  for  human  consumption,  while 
national  milk  production  does  not  su 
and  may  even  be  increased.  The  exp 
ments  on  poultry  are  still  in  progress.
